KINGS OF THE LOBBY. 


The Men Who Successfully Work 
Private Enterprises Through 
Congress. 


Ex-Secretary Belknap, Captain Cowden and 
Captain Eads—The Lobbyist of the Past 
and He of To-Day—Legitimate Methods 
the Most Successful—The Blonde Wife 
and the Woman Who Killed Her Man. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnuineton, December 4—The return of Con- 
gress brings back many familiar faces in the lobby. 
Every season, when the session begins they come, 
and as it ends they disappear. When it comes 
again they come, the light of hope rekindled in the 
eyes, some with the same old threadbare suits of 
last year and the season before, others well-dressed 
and brisk. {Your lebbyist who represents his own 
claim is usually badly dressed; he who represents 
somebody else with millions is well-dressed and 
well-fed. Some live at the best hotels in the city 
and ride to the Capitol in their carriages, others 
livein garrets and hobble to thegdoors of Congress 
on crutches, or are carried there on beds from which 
they have not risen for months or years. One 
woman is to be seen at the Capitol occasionally, 
brought there on a bed, who had not been able to 
walk or rise from her bed for seventeen years, hav- 
ing lost her health in service as a nurse in the army. 
There are women asking pensions for services per- 
formed as nurses and as spies, and in cases where 
they served in men’s clothing, performing men’s 
duties. These are persons, asa rule, who lobby 
only in their own behalf. 

THE MOST PROMINENT LOBBYISTS 
are those employed for others or who have 
great enterprises on foot which they see fit to 
come here and advocate before committees and 
members. 

“The way of the lobby has greatly changed in the 
past ten or twenty years,” said a 
veteran observer here, “People used to 
suppose lobbyists to be men who went about 
bribing members to vote for the measures they ad- 
vocated. They do it differently nowadays. Of 
course there are men here who operate on the old 
time basis. There is an old time lobbyist here, the 
creature of Huntington, who, I have no doubt, 
would follow the old practices if he had an 
opportunity. The majority of them, however, 
operate in a much more legitimate manner. Take 
such men as Eads and Capt. Cowdenand ex- 
Congressman Dunnell, and dozens of others who 
might be named; they operate in a respectable and, 
generally speaking at least, ina properway. I sup- 
pose they would, perhaps. feel insulted to Le 
classed as lobbyists, but that is about the size 
of it. Idon't believe that, with this class of men, 
any money is paid to members. I don’t mean to 
say that money is not used by them to influence 
members, but where itis, it is generally through 
some third party. It is so easy, to theshrewd man, 
to find some way of ‘ 

REACHING THE MEMBER INDIRECTLY 
that the habits of this class have very much 
changed. The lobbyisi of to-day is not the lobbyist 
of twenty yearsago. Then he operated upon his 
member direct, now he does so only in small 
matters. If he has an important mat- 
ter in hand he hunts - the member's 
antecedents, sees who are his friends, and quietly 
interests them in the matter. Often the member is 
influenced to vote fora measure without his own 
knowledge, or without suspecting that he has been 
the subject of careful attention by the lobb 
“f are ail. of | It is 


above, that itis possible forthe paid attorney or 
the projector of any important and proper measure 
to pursue the occupation of “lobbyist” in a way 
quite above reproach. These men, as a rule, object 
to the term “lobbyist” as applied to themselves, and 
represent themselvesas “attorneys” of the inter- 
ested parties. 


EX-SECRETARY BELENAP. 


One of the most prominent figures in the lobby is 
that of Ex-Secretary Belknap. He makes Washing- 
ton his home during the sessions of Con and 
much of the time between the sessions. e lives at 
the Arlington Hotel, one of the leading hostelries of 
the city, and devotes his entire time. appar- 
ently, to this sort of work. He is understood 
to jally represent some of the ordnance 
manufacturers of the country and others connected 
with army affairs. He divides his time between the 
departments, the hotel lobbies and the Capitol, and 
is always ready to make a set argument before a 
department chief, or to wrestle a member of Con- 
gress in his room or in the lobby of the House or 
Senate. His family are understood to be still 
abroad, where Mrs. Belknap spends, most of her 
time. 

HE APPEARS TO BE QUITE POPULAR, 
being heartily greeted by the returning members 
of Congress, while as an “‘attorney”™ he is evidently 
quite successful, supporting his family abroad and 
himself in comfortable style here, besides owning 
some valuable property in Washington.

CAPTAIN EADS. 
Another familiar face that is to be here within 
a few days is that of Capt. Eads, of jetty fame. 
His earnings by this enterprise are counted by 
millions, yet he does not commit his projects to 
other hands when he has any to lay before Con- 
gress. He has an attorney, Mr. Alex. Cochrane, 
who was formerly a member of Congress, who 
comes here often to further the Captain's schemes, 
but when that gentleman has any important 
matter to be presented he usually comes here 
himself. He would be shocked to be classed as a 
lobbyist, yet he is a most sucessful one. He talks 
not alone to members, but to committees. 
HE GOES BOLDLY AT HIS MEN, 
placing his enterprise on business principles, and 
makes the fight for them as a matter of business. 
he want to get help for his scheme for deep- 
ening Galveston harbor, he goes boldly before the 
River and Harbor Committee and tells them ail 
about it, making no “bones” of asking for six or 
eight millions of dollars. Does he want to get 
Government aid for his ship railway, costing fifty 
or one hundred millions, he has no hesitancy in ap- 
aling for this aid,in committee and by bill. He 
is a lobbyist of magnificent possibilities. Capt. Cow-

The most persistent lobbyist is, perhaps, the small 
one, who practices the vocation to get through 
some petty bill for his personal benefit. Dr. Mary 
Walker is a sample of this class. She persevering!ly 
pleads for the passage ofa bili for her pension or 
relief until the average member of Congress 
flees from her approach asfrom the breath of a 
pestilence. Another persistent lobbyist is a fresh 
young colored man who hangs about the doors o 
the House and Senate asking members to snbscribe 
to a weekly paper which he publishes, and send 
the copies so taken to some colored men in their re- 
spective districts. A pair of lobbyists who do a 
thriving business are known as husband and wife, 
the latter a well developed blonde, who smiles 
sweetly upon the members from the ga'lery of 
leads with them in the ladies’ room at the en- 
rance of the House, There is another, a woman 
who has a record of having killed her man, who is 
to be seeh often in the lobby. She was iast sessiou 
a frequent visitor toa wealthy member from the 
West, when some of his friends quietly 
whispered something of her record in 
his ear, and their conversation in the lobby 
came suddenly to an end. Still another woman 
of pleasing address “works ’ the Senate end of 
the Capitol industriously, having been so successful 
as to enlist the sympathies of Mr. Arthur, when 
Vice-President, for some of her schemes, unti) her 
trrue character appeared. when he refused longer 
to respond to her cards.

“MAY BE HAPPY YET. 


The People Who Believe that Pine 
- and Locust Streets Should 


The Real Effect of that Curious Decision of 


the Court of Appeals—A Possibility That 
= New Bill May Be Introduced and Put 


Through if Proper Energy is Shown by Its 
Backers. 


— 


An examination made this morning of the deci- 
sion of the Court of Appeals, in which the ordinance 
for the protection of Pine and Locust streets from 
heavy traffic was declared invalid, shows that the 
popular impression eoncerning that decision is en- 
tirely erroneous. The opinion was written by Judge 
Bakewell, who says therein that when 4a 
special session of the Assembly is 
called the Mayor must, at the first sitting 
thereof, submit ali of the subjects of legislation 
which made necessary the speciai call. 
right, at any other meeting of that special session 
to submit any new subj This is very different 
from previous statements, which were to the effect 
that because the Pine and Locust street traffic sub- 
ject was suggested by the Acting Mayor instead of 
the " Mayor, it was invalid. The Court's 
view is ed on that section of the charter which 
provides that the Mayor may call a ial session 
of the Assembly by proclamation, and that “when 
assembied," he submit to then the subjects 
demanding legisiation. Judge Bakewell holds that 
“when assembled" must have some particular sig- 
nificance, and that 
THE ONLY REASONABLE CONSTRUCTION 


of it is, that 1t means “immediately upon assemb- 
ling,” or “when first assembled.” If it does mean 
this, then it preciudes any sub- 
sequent ions from the Mayor.

That is to say, if the Mayor should discover on the 
first day after the first mecting of a special session, 
that he nad omitted from bis message some im- 

rtant topic concerning which the city demanded 
egislation. it would be impossible to get that sub- 
ject before the Assembly without issuing a new 
proclamation, calling a new special session, and 
making sure to catch it with a message on its 
first sitting. In short, the Court’s declaration 
is that when the charter uses the words ‘‘when as- 
sembied”™ it y meant “when first assembled, 
As the feeling of the peopie who have light vehi- 
cles which they occasionaliy, or oftener, use for 
driving = is becoming very animated and in- 
tense On this subject, now that it is almost too late 
to do anything, a reporter calied this morning on 
Mr. Leverett Bell, City Counselor 
and asked bim whether he proposed to do any- 
thing further to the end that these, our only two 
asphalt streets shal] be saved from: destruction. 

‘I propose,” said he, “to do everything tiat I 
legal can to protect them,” and I have 
reatr taken an appeal inthe case in which the 
Court of Appeals declared the ordinance invalid. 
It is now in the Supreme Court, and we will proba- 
bly secure 
: A DECISION IN SPRING.” 

“Are you hopeful of a result favorable to the 
city? 

“Very hopeful, almost confident, I may say. I do 
not think the Supreme Court will approve the inter- 
pretation of the wording of the charter which the 
Court of Appeals has put upon it. That article in 
the Post-Disparoa of a couple of days aco has had a 
most remarkable effect in arousing people to the 
necessity for looking after their own interests, and 
since then I have been fairly beset by citizens who 
want to know what is to be done.” 

“Pine and Locust street people?” 

“Not atall. People from various parts of the 
city, who havethe same concernin maintaining 
those streets in good condition that the people liv- 
ing on them have. I simply tell them that it is only 
one more casein which men neglect to look after 
their own interest until mischief  befal's. 
Now, I have no doubt in the world that 
had the citizens in genera! shown the same activity 
that they are now disposed to show, in inducing 
their ward representatives to vote for the new bill to 
protect those streets, the bill would have passed by 
a decided majority.” 

“But is there no remedy now?” 

“Certainly there is, and Iam surprised it has not 

been reso to. Underthbe rules of the House, 
the bill having been indefinitely postponed cannot 
be again taken upatthis session. Butif there is 
any probability that the House 
CAN NOW BE INDUCED TO PASS IT, 
a new bill could be introduced into the Council, cov- 
ering substantially the same ground, and could be 
put through without much loss of time. Now, I 
think the majority of the membersof the House 
were not exactly hostile to the bill when it came up 
recent!y, but there was a strong pressure brougnt 
against ii .by the men who desire to use 
those smooth streets for heavy hauling, and every 
member was made to feel this pressure; on the 
other hand, not a particle of interest in its success 
was manifested by that large majority of our peo- 
ple who, doubtless, desire its passage. Under such 
conditions it is not strange that the delegates 
showed no enthusiasm in its favor.”

‘THE LAMY AFFAIR. 


How a Young Wife’s Amours Led 
to a Tragedy. 


—<—<—>_—— 

The Great Lyons, France, Scandal — M. 
Savary, a Bosom Friend, Leads Astray 
Lamy’s Wife, Becomes a Defaulter and a 
Fugitive—An Exciting Scene in a Low 
Wine Shop—Trial and Acquittal of Lamy 
for the Attempted Murder of Savary. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 6.—A Paris correspondent’s 
letter, published this morning, contains the follow- 
ing account of the Lamy-Savary murder trial: 


Yesterday the long-expected trial of M.Savary, the 
former Deputy and Under-Secretary of State, came 
up in the Court d’Assizes, and the sensational de- 
velapments which were anticipated attracted a 
crowded audience. Ten years ago,at 26 years of 
age, M. Savary was second to Dufaure, and already 
the day was predicted when he would be his chief's 
equal. Since then he has fied to Buenos Ayres with 
the money of the stockholders of the Bank of Ly- 
ons and Loire,of which he was a director, and 
the sentence of five years’ imprisonment 
against him by default has never been 
a ga was also sinnilarly sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment for his relations with Mme, 
Lamy, which relations led to the shooting for which 
Mr. Lamy had to appear before the jury. The 
sympathies of those in the court-room were, natur- 
ally, with the prisoner, 
Aid In Feeponse to questions put to him 
35 years old. In response 
by tne magistrate, he said: “I wasin uced to Mr. 
Savary by his brother-in-law. I am an electrical 
engineer. Mr. Savary bad just formed a company 
to light the neighbérhood of Lyons, and he made 
me a director. At that time I lived at 
but when our venture failed I 
my business to Saint Etienne. My wife 


as follows: “My dear friend: You must 
have comprehended that things could 
not last as they were. I do not

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Own of the social questions which is receiving 
considerable atteution in London just now is the 
providing of suitable homes for young working 
women. There are thousands of such women in 
the Metropolis, many of whom are thrown into the 
great city alone and unprotected and are compelled 
to find homes for themselves. Not long ago there 
was & movement in the way of providing what 
was cailed residential clubs for young men where 
excellent home accommodation and refined sur- 
roundings could be, provided for working young 
men. The same idea has been adopted by the 
leaders of the movement for young women, and it 
is proposed to establish residential clubs for them. 
The clubs, of course, will be under highly respecta- 
ble management and strict regulations, although 
the latter will not prevent any innocent freedom in 
recreation. It is thought that the movement, if 
carried out, will be productive of great good and 
it has the indorsement of the leading philanthropists 
of Londen. 


Tue first attack of the cholera which frightened 
the physicians out of their wits and drove away 
from the city all who could Jeave it chose the most 
favorable spot to do its deadly work. It broke out 
in the Asylum for the Aged inthe Avenue de Bre 
teuil, This asylum is carried on by the Little Sis 
ters of the Poor, and at the time the cholera made 
its appearance was filled with 217 old peopie, the 
youngest of whom was over 70 yearsof age. The 
asylum had nv regular income, and, being depend- 
ent on public charity for sustenance, was frequent- 
ly supplied with the poorest food. The chief bever- 
age of the establishment consisted of home-brewed 
beer made by the sisters themselves. It is not 
thought at all wonderful that the c holera broke out 
in the asylum. 


Sprcaxine of the cholera, the bitterness of the op- 
position between scientific men over the theories ad- 
vanced with respect to the nature and origin of the 
disease, and especially against Dr. Koch's now cele- 
brated niicrobe theory is illustrated by a daring act 
which a famous French physician is credited with. 
There was a groupe of scientific men gathered in 
Prof. Vulpin's office in Paris not long ago discuss- 
ing the theory, and this physician violently opposed 
it. To show with what contempt he viewed Dr. 
Koch's theory he rolled some of the dejectaof a 
woman who had died of the cholera intoa half 
dozen pills and swallowed them. No ill-effects have 
followed the dose and he contends that this over- 
throws the entire theory, while its friends claim that 
this only proves that the physician was not in the 
proper physical condition to contract the disease. 

Tas French Government has an ele 
phant on its hands and is in a 
peck of trouble over its grand opera. A costly and 
magnificent edifice was erectei, which requires a 
fortune to operate, under the direction of M. Ga- 
mier. Since its opening it has been managed at a 
great loss. Last year the loss footed up 104,000 
francs, and from January ito March 1 this year 
over 150,000 francs were sunk, and it has becomea 
vexing problem to the government as to what to do 
with ft. One proposition is to tear down the build- 
ing and erect another on a cheaper and more prac- 
tical plan. It is estimated that the ground on which 
it stands will sell for over 35,000,000 francs, and 
there is upwards of 6,671 tons of iron in the water- 
piping alone, which run a length of four miles. 
Paris must have the opera, and the only question is 
how to place it on a paying basis.

He gave her into the charge of the Countess 
Marconi to be brought up,and at the Countess’ 
death she was taken into the family of M. Chaunct, 
who was given 100,000 francs to be used in the pur- 
chase of her trousseau when she was married. It is 
questionable whether the courts will consent to 
take up the case again, and if they do not, the fort- 
uve will remain in the hands of the present heirs.

Not since olden times,how- 
ever, when one monarch rushed to compliment 
auother and could. send him his cook, has there 
been a formal interchange of culinary information 
or benefits, and it remained for the Japanese 
Government to introduce a national cooking com- 
mission. Japan recently sent a committee of cooks 
to England to inquire into the methods of preparing 
food for the tabie in that country. The cooks were re- 
ceived with distinguished consideration, and were 
not only given every opportunity to study the 
English art of cooking, but were tendered a mag- 
nificent banquetat which the triumphs of the art 
were served. The formation of an International 
Association of Cooks for the discussion of food 
preparation will be next in order. 

ENGLAND may be regarded as the mother of colo- 
nies, but it has fallen to the lot of the founder of a 
new religion to evolve the original idea of colonizing 
the mother country. The name of this latter-day 
prophet, in the language of his sect, is J. J. Jezreel, 
although his first unsanctified name was plain Smith. 
The headquarters of the new faith have been fixed 
at New Brompton, where a splendid temple is to be 
erected. The foundations have been contracted for 
at a cost of $6,000, and the entire building is expect- 
ed to cost in the neighborhood of $150,000. Jezreel 
is embarking in various industries, and one feature 
of the church is co-operation in business. The mem- 
bers of the sect claim to have over 3,000 followers 
in America, Australia and other countries, who are 
preparing to move to New Brompton.

There is no more profound or pathetic fact than 
the statement that one half the world does not know 
how the other half lives, There are depths of 
wretchedness and poverty here in St. Louis, removed 
but by afew hundred yards from prosperity and 
comfort, abiding places of squalor, filth and misery, 
which are simply appalling. Everybody has heard 
the chorus audible on every side about the present 
hard times and the number of men out of work 
but few understand what that chorus means to the 
very poor, almost incapable of self-support at the 
best of times, hungry and next to homeless now. 

A Post-DIsPATCH artist and reporter and Office, 
James Johnston started outfrom the Third Dis- 
trict Station the other night to inspect some of the 
plague spots of the region lying immediately north 


of Franklin avenue. 
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A ROOM IN CASTLE THUNDER. 

It isa dark cavernous lodgment, damp, stinking, 
and poisonous. Out of it pale twretches slouch out 
into the streets to waylay the passer-by, and to look 
at the river longingly. ne of these holes was ex- 
amined carefuily; two men, both white, were the

Turning up Carr street from Seventh the party 
lea by the pohce officer plunged into the alley be 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets, floundered 
through the mud and filth northward to where a 
long opening appeared west. This was Castle 
Thunder, in its time one of the very worst places 
in but now by the constant care ot 
at least partially civilizea. It is a 
three-storied double building, with a dark and 

soppy court in the middle stretching 
aith way from the alley to Eighth street, 
anid §=dotted with pools of water, where 
fe washing of clothes, the great home 
industry of Castie Thunder, had been going on all 
cay. Of course it was the washing of other peo- 
ple’s clothes—it was palpable to every one of the 
senses that the chateliaines of Castie Thunder were 
above such vanities for themselves. The party 
made its way into the “little yard,” care‘ully mar- 
shalled by the-policeman, while, on the second floor 
to the left, some one could be heard singing “I'll 
Await My Love.” It was dark, although the open 
places of the yard were lighted up by the moon, 
and heavy, black shadows cloaked the stairways. 
These stairs were to the last degree shaky and un- 
fafe. Asthe three investigators passed up, the 
s'eps trembled and shook and creaked. The sing- 
ing girl paid no attention until the top was reached, 
when she saw the glistening of the officer's star.

The cards in 
a pack could not heshuffied more thoroughly than 
are all kinds and conditions of men and woinen in 
this building. The woman stirred uneasily as the 
ight was broughtinto the room, and sat up to look 
‘tthe intruders, Then she sank wearily back, say- 
ing that all her bones ached at once. 
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tenants, and the furniture was simply a pile of old 
pieces of carpet. an old overcoat torn in two and 
some gunny bags. Upon this loathsome bundle 
burrowing therein like an animal, a man was 
sleeping. He has not a tramp, because he paid his 
rent regulariy, and was existed there 
a long time, but no description couid 
limn out the sqnalor of his appearance; rags were 
tied about his feet with strings. in place of stock- 
ings. The officer said that be was a peaceable, law- 
abiding fellow, who worked occasionaliy, and mind- 
ed his own business, as did his partner. How hu- 
man life can be suppurted in such a hole, midst such 
foul air and adverse circumstances, isa mystery of 
the class of mysteries with which Castle Thunder 
teems. It is of liitie use to detail by items the pov- 
erty and nastiness of the house. It was examined 
by rooms. In One forfr men and two women were 
strewn on the floor without even the semblance of 
bedding. The women were white and three of the 
men negroes. Ali of them had evidently been 
drinking heavily, for the sour reek of whisky 
mingled with the other smells of the room. The 
established price of the drinking done in Castle 
Tinunder is a significant feature. They get a soda 
water bottle full of whisky for a nickel, and this 
amount is considered an aduit dose. In other 
rooms families of two abode, white and black; and 
one old colored man who had a room on the 
ground floor was the host for a party of three 
women 

One of the queer features of Castle Thunder is 
the manner in which one room is made to subserve 
all the purposes of a family. The fallowing scene 
displays one phase of this. 


The clothes are hung up to dry in the room, which 
is at once kitchen, dining-room and bed-room., 
Leaving Castie Thunder, theparty walked over 
to Sixth and Franklin avenue, where a couple of 
cali raps on the curb called up OfficerTom Church, 
on whose beat in Clabber Alley is the Franklin 
building, admitted on all hands to_be the very 
worst house in St. Lonis.

W. H. Barnum of the National Committee 
Gives Some Interesting Information—All 
the New York Returns in the Committee’s 
Possession Before the Associated Press 
Made Them Public--Nothing Known of 
Cleveland’s Intentions.

New Haven, December 6—Wm. H. Barnum, 
chairman of the Democratic Nationai Committee, 
was in New Haven yesterday. He appeared in ex- 
cellent health and spirits.

“Do you really 
think from the first that the Republicans seriously 
thought of stealing the election?’ was asked.

tion in fact for it. I know this, that when the re- 
turns were being received in New York our com- 
mittee did not depend on the Associated Press 
reports. We had in advance the certified copies of 
each county clerk, and were, therefore, well pre- 
pared for anything that might happen.” 

“Do you know anything about cabinet appoint- 
ments which Governor Cleveland will make?” 

“I donot, Allthe talk on that subject so far is 
that of individuals who know nothing about the 
matter. Why, I don’t think that Mr. Cleveland 
himself has even given the subject serious consid- 
eration as yet. He has not the time to do it, 
in the first place, for his duties as Governor do not 
leave him any s moments. Another thing, he 
will have enough time to devote to the question

It broke out 
in the Asylum for the Aged in the Avenue de Bre- 
teuil, This asylum is car ried on by the Little Sis 
ters of the Poor, and at the time the cholera made 
its appearance was filled with 217 old people, the 
youngest of whom was over 70 yearsof age. The 
asylum had nv regular income, and, being depend- 
ent on public charity for sustenance, was frequent- 
iy supplied with the poorest food. The chief bever- 
age of the establishment consisted of home-brewed 
beer made by the sisters themselves. It is not 
thought at all wonderfui that the c holera broke out 
in the asylum. 


Spraxine of the cholera, the bitterness of the op- 
position between scientific men over the theories ad- 
vanced with respect to the nature and origin of the 
disease, and especially against Dr. Koch's now cele- 
brated microbe theory is illustrated by a daring act 
which a famous French physician is eredited with. 
There was a groupe of scientific men gathered in 
Prof. Vulpin’s office in Paris not long ago discuss- 
ing the theory, and this physician violently opposed 
it. To show with what contempt he viewed Dr. 
Koch's theory he rolled some of the dejectaof a 
woman who had died of the choleraintoa half 
dozen pills and swallowed them. No ill-effects have 
followed the dose and he contends that this over- 
throws the entire theory, while its friends claim that 
this only proves that the physician was not in the 
proper physical condition to contract the disease. 


Tas French Government has an ele 
phant on its hands and is in a 
peck of trouble over its grand opera. A costly and 
magnificent, edifice was erected, which requires a 
fortune to operate, under the direction of M. Ga- 
mier. Since ite opening it has been managed at a 
great loss. Last year the loss footed up 104,000 
francs, and from January ito March 1 this year 
over 150,000 francs were sunk, and it has becomea 
vexing problem to the government as to what to do 
with ft. One proposition is to tear down the build- 
ing and erect another on a cheaper and more prac- 
tical plan. It is estimated that the ground on which 
it stands will sell for over 35,000,000 francs, and 
there is upwards of 6,671 tons of iron in the water- 
piping alone, which run a length of four miles.

It isa dark cavernous lodgment, damp, stinking, 
and poisonous.

Turning up Carr street from Seventh the party 
lead by the pohce officer plunged into the alley be 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets, floundered 
through the mud and filth northward to where a 
long opening appeared west. This was Castle 
Thunder, in its time one of the very worst places 
in St. Louis, but now by the constant care ot 
the police, at least partially civilizea. It is a 
gre. three-storied double building, with a dark and 
sioppy cokv’ in the middle stretching 
ail the way from the alley to Eighth street, 
and - dotted with pools of water, where 
the washing of clothes, the great home 
industry of Castie Thunder, had been going on all 
day. Of course it was the washing of other peo- 
ple’s clothes—it was palpable to every one of the 
senses that the chateiaines of Castie Thunder were 
above such vanities for themselves. The party 
made its way into the “little yard,” care‘ully mar- 
shatled by the policeman, while, on the second floor 
to the left, some one could be beard singing “I'H 
Await My Love.” It was dark, although the open 
places of the yard were lighted up by the moon, 


tenants, and the furniture was simply a pile of old 
pieces of carpet. an old overcoat torn in two and 
some gunny bags. Upon this loathsome bundle 
burrowing therein like an animal, a@ man was 
sleeping.

A’Post-Dispatcn reporter this morning had a 
conversation with Delegate James M. Sullivan of 
the Twelfth Ward on the subject of street-cleaning 
as a means of providing the unemployed working- 
men of the city with work during the pending win- 
ter.

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“GROVER'S BIRTHPLACE, 
A Visit tothe Quiet Old Village of 
Caldwell in Jersey. ‘ 


The Pretty Presbyterian Parsonage—The 
Room Where Governor Cleveland was 
Born and How it Looks Now—The Old 
Church in Which His Father Preached— 
Interesting Gossip About the Early Sur- 
roundings of the President-Elect. = __ 


About sixteen miles south of New York City, in 


the County of Essex, New Jersey, is the little village 
of Caldwell, where Governor Cleveland was born. 
Last Sunday when two correspondents of the Posr- 
DispatcH, oné to draw the other to write, drove 
out there from the thriving city of Newark, the sun 
shone as warmly as if it had been the first days of 
October. and the hazy, languid atmosphere of In 
dian summer seemed reminiscent of a time long 
gone by. All the way from Newark to Calowell the 
road is animated by towns and villages such as are 
giways seen in the neighborhood of a great city. 
first ls Bloomfield, then Verona, them Montclair, 
then Ridgewood. then Caldweil... From Montclair 
the road quickly reaches the summit ef the Orange 
Mountains, a range of picturesque jiilis, called 
mountains by courtesy, from which 


we could see all the smoky-looking country inter- 
vening bétween there and the city of New York. It 
looked like a deep valley with the sea outto the 
East seeming more like a distant mist or cloud than 
the actual living water, and with hu of tall 
chimneys of manufactories rising x in softened, 
indistinct outlines. Tae long, slender white road 
over which we had come could be seen for miles 
back, winding its way like a thread over the little 
hills and through patches of brown, bare * looking 
woods. Dozens of vehicles, great and small, crept 
along over it just as they had on every other such 
fair day since the times of the Revolution. This 
road we followed over the Orange Mountain and, 
two miles beyond, came upon the sleepy-looking 
village of Caldwell, which is mainly situated ona 
single street, Over which the great elms and maples 
on either side almost form a canopy in summer, It 
is a village made up of pretty trees, white and yel- 
low frame-houses and a church. The church 
stands on the spot where stood the one in which 
Governor Cleveland's father preached for six years, 
and in which the Governor was baptised. The par- 
sonage is the first house on the right-hand side of 
the road as it leads into Caldwell, and is in plain 
view of the front of the chureh. The old church in 
which the elder Cleveland preached was burned 
down a dozen years ago, but the parsonage there 
now is the one in which he lived, and in. which the 
Governor was born.

Itisa neat, substant ial-looking frame dweliIng 
of which the Post-Drspatcn artist has given a faith- 
ful drawing, and one would hardly think it had been 
there for haif a century. It is a much more sub- 
siantial and well-designed structure than that in 
which some of the great Presidents were born, 
Jackson first looked upon the walis of a log cabin 
in the wilds of North Carolina. Lincoln was born 
ju another log cabin, in Hardin County Ky., and the 
house of General Grant's nativity is one of the 

most ragged looking in the ragged town of Point 
Pieasant, on the Ohio, forty miles above Cincinnati. 
The Presbyterian parsonage at Caldweil would be 
esteemed in any well-ordered village as a highly 
respectable looking residence. Governor Cleve- 
land's father was its first regular occupant. Rev. 
Stephen Grover, his predecessor in the pastorate, 
had a house Of his own which, with some additions, 
yet stands in Caidweil. Rev. Mr, Berry is the pres- 
ent tenant of the parsonage. He has been the 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church at Caldwell for 
sixteen years, and, as it has been over forty years 
since the Clevelands were there, nothing 
is as a memory

how famous little room and tole all there is to 
be told about it. The walls are as white as show, 
the flloris covered with a neat carpet with a red 
ground, anda desk covered with writing material 
stands in the southwest corner.

The Spat Between the St. Louis 
and University Clubs.

It has been reported that the University Club was 
again financially embarrassed—that it was as badly 
off to-day as it was a year ago when a special meet- 
ing had to be called to meet the emergencies of the 
occasion, and a special subscription list was started 
to lift the burden of indebtedness and place the 
club on its old footing before it removed into its new 
quarters in the Jaccard Building. 


“Of course they are hard up,” said a St. Louis 
Club man. “Just look at the present as of af- 
fairs. They have reduced the initiation fee to $50 
and they are crying for more ‘young blood.’ They 
say they must ve a large membership or they 
cannot possibly meet current expenses. here are 
a lot of men whose wealth runs up into the hun- 
s of thousands who go to the University for 
ch. You never see them around the 
club of evenings, and if the club got into 
a tight box they would be the last mento help it 
out. The University’s expenses are too large at 
present, and you may mark my words: When the 
new St Louis Club is opened, their existence is 
doomed.” The reporter, thinking this might possi- 
bly be a partisan view, sought a prominent Univer- 
sity member, who, in response to an inquiry as to 
the status of the club, said: 

“It never was in a better financial condition than it 
is at present. The club may owe about $5,000 to-day on 
account of its current expenses, but beyond this it 
does notowe a cent. Even that, wnat does it 
amount to? Say we are that much short at the end 
,of the year, we have a guarantee fund of $30,000 to 
cover any iency that may occur.”

Leona Dare, who created a considerable sen- 
sation in Valencia, Spain, last week is well re- 
membered here, having lived a number of 
years as the protege of Jesse Adams of this 
city.

t this time she was 9 yearsof age. In school 
she made little progress, her mind seeming too 
restless for study. Frequently she would dis- 
appear from the pouse and her foster-mother. 
after repeated calling “Ada,” “Ada,” would 
be astonished to hear her silvery laugh from 
the roof, where the happy child had climbed to 
walk the comb of the house. At other times 
she would throw her mother into paroxysms of 
fear by jumping astride an unbridled horse 
that galloped through the streets. One day 
she persuaded a number of girls to emp oe 
her to a grove south of the city where a little 
stream winds through the trees. She astonished 
the party by stripping naked and plunging into 
the water. Such was the happy girl’s life in 
Mattoon for about five years. 

Then she determined to make a search for 
her mother of whom she had heard nothing 
since their separation. She went back to her 
old home place in Kenlucky, but hearing noth- 
ing of her there, drifted over into Tennessee, 
where she found employment asa waiter in a 
hotel. It was here that she first conceived the 
idea that subsequently made her famous. She 
attended a circus performance—the first she 
ever witnessed. A _ trapeze rformer's 
timidity caused her to exclaim that 
with a week’s practice she could make him 
hide his face with shame. The nexf day she in- 
duced a negro porter of the hotel where she 
was employed to erecta trapeze in a woodshed. 
She practiced everv night for a month Be- 
coming confident of her abilities she went to St. 
Louis and secured an engagement with War- 
ner’s circus. She assumed the name of Leona 
Dare and soon worked her way to the front 
rank of the profession. In 1872 she married 
Thomas Hall, second clown with the Warner 
show. Two years later she crossed the Atlantic 
to take asalary of 8500anight. In 1876 she 
was deserted by her husband, who took about 
$50,000 of herearnings. This occurred in Paris, 
France. She met withaserious accident in 
Hamburg, Germany, in 1880, whereby her front 
teeth were knocked out and her spine badly in- 
sured. Immediately after the accident she 
sailed for America, and, landing, came direct 
to this city. She made application and was 

ranted a divorce from Thomas Hall by Judge 
Smith at the November term of the Uoles 
County Circuit Court, 1850, on the grounds of 
desertion. i 

Her marriage with Ernest Greenbaum in 
Chicago in 1880 proved a very unfortunate ven- 
ture, ashis father flatly refused to recognize 
Leona as his daughter, and, in retaliation of 
his son’s ing her, disinherited and caused 
him to be ted in the Austrian army, where 
he now is. Since then nothing has been heard 
of the trapeze artist until her name was 
brought into prominence by the accident at the 
Spanish Theatre.

were constantly enlarged. During recent 
years his success at the bar has enabled him to 
enjoy the comforts luxuries of life, 
and live in a style befitting his high 
tion; but by voluntarily denying himself 
ese, the closing years of the life of the mother 
he so loved and adored—to whom he alluded 
with such a | pathos in his letter to Mrs, 
Henry Ward Beecher—were crowned with un- 
stinted abundance andthe most tender and 
loving care; the children younger than himself 
enjoyed the advantages of the best institutions 
of oman and as they have married and 
settled in life he has stood to them financially 
in the place of a generous father. His oldest 
sister, the wife of the Rev. Eurotas P. Hast- 
ings, D. D., sailed for India with her husband 
the June preceding her father’s death, where 
they have since labored as honored mission- 
aries of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions. Though so far away, 
she has never been forgotten by this brother, 
and the missionary pens has often 
beet supplemented rom his  gener- 
ous and ever open purse. When four 
of their children, two sons and two daughters, 
came to this country from India, he most nat- 
urally and cheerfully assumed for them the 
same anxious solicitude and generous care he 
had so long bestowed upon his own brothers 
and sisters. The mother of Grover Cleveland 
wasanative of Maryland. She possessed in 
an eminent degree the gentleness and repose of 
manner so marked in the highest type of South- 
ern-born matrons. In the home so generously 
provided for her, her serene old age was happy 
and bright. Here she welcomed her children 
and grandchildren, and to those from distant 
India who came to cheer her she extended a gen- 
erous and long-continued hospitality. From 
that home she was borne to her grave but a 
short time before her son was elected Governor 
of New York. Since the death of his father in 
1853 the benefactions of Grover Cleveland to 
his mother and all these her descendants have 
swelled to thousands of dollars. The Presby- 
terian Church makes gencrous provision for 
her “disabled ministers and the widows and 
orphans of deceased ministers.” For this pur- 
pose more than $121,000 were collected during 
the past year. Though often urged the sensi- 
tive spirit of Mrs. Cleveland shrank from re- 
ceiving this aid. Her son, Grover, warmly 
sympathizing with her, urged her to decline it, 
and neither mother nor children have ever re- 
ceived a dollarfrom thisfund. Only recently 
I knelt in prayer at the dying bed of a warm 
versonal friend, a clergyman of the Protestant 
piscopal Church, but afew hours before he 
passed yaar 9 He told me then, as he had oft- 
en told me before, of his great sorrow in leav- 
ing his wife and children without adequate 
support. Could he and thousands of other 
clergymen, who have died oppressed with a 
similar burden, have known that they would 
leave a son with the noble impulses and 
generous heart of Grover Cleveland, their clos- 
ing hours would have been less sad. ag 
my travels in the service of the American Bible 
Society, the American Fract Society, and my 
extended journeying as an invalid in search of 
health, my agquaintance with the families of 
clergymen in the North and South, East and 
West, from ocean to ocean, during the last forty 
years has been exceptionally large. But if in 
the United States any minister of the gospel 
has ever left a son who through so long a series 
of years, with such personal sacrifice and self- 
freely gave 
so large a part of the results of his rious 
toil for the maintenance and comfort of a cher- 
ished mother, and for the sustenance, education 
and happiness oof her children and 
atahttadoen, I have yet to learn 
the fact. Naturaliy  diffident, silent, 
secretive and instinctively shrinking from a 
revelation of himself to others, [ can well un- 
derstand how greatly he will be startled by 
this statement of facts so little known outgi 
the family circle.

Nicholas Thelan,a Schenectady blacksmith, 
is now eng on a piece of automatic work 
which is really wonderful in construction. By 
the aid of ninety-four small imitations of 
human beings, the movements of which are 
regulated by machinery, Mr. Thelan portrays 
the closing scenes in the life and death of Christ. 
The cabinet is of light weight, and could be 
easily transported from one place to another. 
The machinery is in the lower part. There are 
nine compartments in the upper cabinet, the 
doors of which openin rotation and disclose 
the progressive scenes of the passion. In the 
lower part are keys similar to those ina large 
oO . Infrontof these, and a little above, is 
a large roller, operated by cog-wheels and a 
rope. Attached to the rope is a heavy weight, 
which, after being raised, is allowed to de- 
scend, and the machinery is set in motion. The 
roller, on which are placed smal! pieces of 
wood placed at intervals, turns slowly, and 
each piece in its turn comes in contact with a 
key. A wire leads from each iy to a separate 
compartment in the cabinet, and when the 
pieces of wood on the roller strike the keys 
the compartments open and the mute display 
begins. When the machinery is first placed 
in motion a curtain rises in the front of the 
cabinet and Christ and his apostles are dis- 
covered-sitting at the last supper. It is the 
moment when Judas, half arising, leans toward 
his Master and says: “Lord,it is I” The 
curtain falls, doors near it open, and the Savior 
is seen in prayer, an angel precing near by;

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DECKED IN DIAMONDS, 


An Illinois Man Who Wears $100,000 


Worth of Jewelry. 
From the Cinetnnati Enquirer, 


Dr. John N. Lightfall and wife, 
from Peoria, Ill., have been attracting consid- 
erable attention at the Palace Hotel for three 
days’ past. The couple were conspicuous es- 
pecially for the magnificent and ponderous 
jewelry which they wore,and could not go into 
the dining-room or walk through the corri- 
dors without beiug followed by gaping crowds. 
The Doctor isa striking looking man, and 
would attract attention anywhere, even theugh 
he were not bedecked with heavy chains and 
gustening jewels. 

i appearance he combines the cowboy of 
the West and the swell young man of the 
He is about 35 years of age and 6 feet tall, of a 
lithe, active build. His hair, which is raven 
black, is as straight as an Indian’s, and falls in 
& mass to his shoulders. 

‘His clothes are of fashionable cut and of 
rather loud pattern. His vest, which is of 
bright material, is buttoned with diamonds, 
there being fifty-four good-sized stones in the 
set of buttons. 

His visit to Cincinnati was for the purpose of 
aiding some choice stones to his already large 
collection of jewels. He probably wears more 
diamonds than any other man in this or any 
otuer country, for that matter. 

Yesterday, after concluding a — 
which aggregated about $10,000, an Enquirer 
reporter was introduced to the doctor through 
the courtesy of Mr. Ike Manheimer, the d 
mond broker, who had just made this oxtraor- 
dinary sale. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lighthall weleomed the re- 
porter kindly, and seemed nothing loth to show 
their jewels, which were rather conspicuously 
displayed. ‘Il am sorry,” said he, “‘that I did 
not know you were coming, for I could have 
had more of my ‘stuff here and made more ofa 
show. But this scarf-pin is worth looking at,” 
pointing at the same time toa huge cluster of 
diamonds more than an inch square, which al- 
— hida gaudy necktie which swathed his 
throat. ‘ 

“This is probably the largest pin in the 
United States,” he continued, ‘It contains 179 
stones, one of which, as you see, weighs six 
carats. They are beautifully set, and the en- 
tire workmanship is almost perfect. It was 
originally a ring, but is too cumbersome to 
wear. 

‘Did you order it made?’ 

“No. It was the last orderof a diamond 
broker in St. Louis whose name was Maus. It 
is said that he went crazy, and I guess he did, 
for no sane man, unless he was as eccentric as 
1 am, would order, much less wear, a beuble of 
this description. Itis said that Maus took a 
handful of stones into a workshop and told the 
foreman to make tie finest ring possible out of 
them, and this is the result.” 

The doctor then proceeded to show his other 
jewels and those ot hs wife. His possessions in 
diamonds are estimated to be worth a sum ex- 
ceeding $75,000, although he was very unwill- 
ing to talk of the price of any of them. He 
professes to have been fond of jewels ever since 
a boy, and for the past ten years, since he has 
been able to gratify his desires in this direc- 
tion, has been making an extraordinary collec- 
tion of precious stones. He wears them, he 
says. because he likes to be odd. Of late years 
he has been much among the Indians of the 
West, and affects the manners and actions of a 
cowboy. He has a sombrero which cost him over 
$2,500. Clusters of diamonds and other gems 
decorate the crown and rim of the hat, and it 
is probably the only hatin the United States 
that is keptinasafe. The same man, just to 
gratify an inclination tobe conspicuous, wore 
a suit of clothesthe buttons on which were 
made of $10 gold pieces, The er "| which he 
wore yesterday, in addition to his glarin 
scarf-pin and diamond vest-buttons,consisted o 
four big rings, a massive gold chain, and three 
large badges or medals, which were pinned on 
his vest front. 

The setting of one ring was a topaz, said to 
be the largest in the United States. Another 
was a beautiful sapphire, surrounded by four 
large diamonds. The others were diamond 
clusters, and were only noticeable on account 
of their unusual size and the worthof the 
stones. 

About the doctor’s neck hung a gold chain 
six feet three inches in length, and nearly a half 
inchin thickness. He was very proud of it, 
but more so of the magnificent watch which 
was attached toit. Being of the finest make, 
it was so heavily encased that it weighed nearly 
a pound. On one side of it is embossed the 
likeness of Dr. Lighthall himself, in the som- 
brero and costume of a cowboy; onthe other 
is a very realistic scene of Indian camp life. In 
the rim of the upper lid are studded twenty 
large stones, each of which is said to be a per- 
fect gem, and all weighing the same, and being 
cut so that no one can be told from another, 

His medals are large and handsome, but lose 
their luster when compared with the other 
adornments. - 

When it came Mrs. Lichthall’s turn to show 
her possessions she produced rings similar in 
size and value to her husband’s, and a huge 
chain which was even larger than his. She 
wore a magnificent brooch, and showed two 
fine pairs of ear-drops. Among her orna- 
ments was an antique design in the shape of a 
heart, which was studied with twenty-eight 
stones, each weighing a carat. It was more 
unique than handsome, and was sajd to have 
been wot by Queen Elizabeth. Its evidence 
of age would seem to give some color to the 
statement. 

The purchases made yesterday were for Mrs, 
Lighthall, and were such as would make any 
woman inthe land envious. They. consisted of 
a wonderful pair of ear«lrops and a heavy 
brooch. The drops weigh together over thirty- 
two carats, and are said to be the largest i 
of matched stones ever seen in Cincinnati. e 
stones in the brooch weigh about twelve carats, 
and make a magnificent display. The doctor 
seerned much pleased with his bargains. 

Upon leaving the doctor apologized to the 
reporter for making such a poor display, and 
said that he could have done much better had 
he expected visitors. His brother, who travels 
with him, wears a quantity of his valuables. 
He and his wife left evening for Lexington, 
Kentucky.
